— The Government of India have receiv- 
ed the Administration Report of the Port of Calcutta for the 
year 1967-68. The following are the important features of 
the report ; — 

(i) Financial Position : 

The Port Commissioners’ revenue receipts for the year 
under review amounted to Rs. 2434.98 lakhs as against 
Rs. 2045,46 lakhs in the previous year. 

The expenditure during the year amounted to Rs. 2535.08 
lakhs as against Rs. 2357.02 lakhs in the previous year. The 
year thus ended with a deficit of Rs. 100.10 lakhs as against 
a deficit of Rs. 311.56 lakhs in, the previous year. The 
expenditure during 1967-68 was much more than in the 
previous year on account of the revision of the rates of 
dearness allowance, increase in debt charges and general in- 
creases in cost. The increases in port charges which were 
designed to wipe out the revenue deficit based on the work- 
ing results for 1966-67 proved insufficient and the year 
1967-68 therefore ended with a deficit. 

For financing capital works, the Commissioners borrowed 
Rs. 12.72 crores during the year. The total balances in the 
Revenue Reserve and other Funds as on the 31st March, 1968 
amounted to Rs. 428.21 lakhs. 

(ii) Traffic : 

The total imports and exports, which passed through the 
port during the year under review, were 4.89 million tonnes 
and 4.11 million tonnes, respectively, as against the corres- 
ponding import and export figures of 5.79 million tonnes and 
4,31 million tonnes for the year 1966-67, 

(iii) Port Railway ; 

The income derived from the Railway during the year 
1967-68 amounted to Rs. 276.42 lakhs as against Rs. 273.05 
lakhs in 1966-67. 

(iv) Passenger Traffic : 

The number of passengers who embarked into and dis- 
embarked from sea-going vessels was 12,410 and 73. respee 
tively. The corresponding figures for 1966-67 were 9,678 
and 115, respectively. 

(v) Shipping : 

The number of vessels which entered the port in 1967-68 
was 1461 as against 1678 in the previous year.

(vi ) HahUa Anchorage ■ 

The anchoiagc was not used this year for lightening deep 
drafted foodgrain vessels. Only two vessels used the ancho- 
rage for topping up 6406 and 6448 tonnes of iron ore. 

(vli) Rivet Model Lxpethnents ■ 

A number of studies were carlied out and completed by the 
Hydraulic Study Department on various problems of naviga- 
tion, 

(viii) Labour and Labour Welfare Measures : 

The labour situation in the Port during the year under 
review continued, on the whole, to be peaceful except for 
strike and stoppages of work for short spells. The various 
amenities provided for lahour continued to be available dur- 
ing! the year. 

(ix) Port Charges ; 

There was a major increase of port charges during the 
year calculated to bring an additional revenue of Rs. 3,8 
crores per annum to cover the deficit in the revenue account 
based on 1966-67 results of working. 

(x) Hooghly Pilotage : 

The income front Pilotage during the year 1967-68 was 
Rs, 73,38 lakhs and the expenditure Rs. 67.04 lakhs, result- 
ing in a surplus of Rs. 6.34 lakhs. 

(xi) Capital Account : 

Expenditure during the year on capital Works 'amounted 
to Rs. 10.54 crores. 

Considerable progress was made during the year 1967-68 
on the construction of a new Dock System at Haldia and on 
the works related to the completion of the schemes carried 
over from the Third Five Year Plan. Important works com- 
pleted during the year were the construction of 4 dock) tugs at 
a cost of Rs. 169 lakhs, construction of a launch at a cost 
of Rs. 19 lakhs and delivery of 10 out of 13 locomotives 
ordered from Canada.

Secretary to 
the President, the Planning Commission and the Comptroller 
& Auditir General of India. 

Ordered also that the Resolution be published in the 
Gazette of India and that the State Governments of Bihar 
and Uttar Pradesh be requested to publish it in Ihe State 
Gazettes for general information.
